Revival of 
War Help 
Is Posed 

LONDON, Sept 11 {IP) — 
British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin'B latest proposal 
for solving Europe's ills is 
that the United States revive 
wartime lend-lease. 

In a shorf talk here last 
night, he recalled. his Sept. 8 
suggestion that the U. S. re- 
distribute the gold buried at 
Ft. Knox, Ky„ where it has 
stored some $12,500,000,000 
of its $21,765,907,000 gold 
supply. 

"I do not mind whether It la 
lend-lease or that," he went on. 
"But all I aoy is th La— that you 
can't set settlement In the world 
unless we get these economic con- 
ditions right," 

Meets ' Lesion Envoys 

His lend-lease Idea, which he did 
sot' amplify, wss tossed out In on 
address to Paul H. Griffith, Imme- 
diate past national commander of 
the American Lesion, and 131 other 
Legionnaires bound for European 
war cemeteries, The visitors were 
dinner guests of the British Legion. 

The United States have decided," 
Bevln said, "that we are the Junior 
partner, that we ere a third-rate 
power." ■ ■ 

This was an evident reference to 
recent London newspaper stories 
that the TJ. S. state department. In 
a report to congressmen now In 
Europe, has classified Britain as 
no longer an ''equal" la the bis 
three. 

Still Fighting 

"Let me say to you, my dear 
Americans." the foreign secretary 
declared, "wo may be short of dol- 
lars . . . but we ore not short of will 
... we will win through. We don't 
let you down." 

In a British Broadcasting cor- 
poration address delivered before 
Bevln spoke, Jolin J. McCloy, 
American president of the world 
banc, said last night his country- 
men were beginning to question 
whether dollar loans would solve 
Europe's problems.

The first was his 
proposal that the United States cold 
hoard at Fort Knox be re- dis- 
tributed. 

The foreign office said today that 
Bevln's speech hod been extempor- 
aneous. He had not even given the 
office any advance Indication, It 
said. 

Along' with the treasury, the 
foreign office declined any comment 
on the situation. 

Informed Whitehall sources said 
It was aonther case— like the gold— 
In which Bevln was Just thinking 
out loud. They said Bevln was des- 
perate In his quest for somo means 
by which Britain can get more dol- 
lar old, and apparently was giving 
vent to every idea that popped Into 
his mind. 



U.S. Moving Into New Position 
Of Power in Western Germany 

WASHINGTON, -Sept. 11 (/P)— The United States appears to be moving into a new posi- 
tion of power and leadership in western' Germnny as a result of Britain's inability to pay 
her own way there. This developing situation reflcctajhe general growth of American in- 
fluence throughout the European area due to the nccd~for American dollars to buy the 
necessities of life and to pay for eventual reconstruction. 

It appears to result not so much from any deliberate effort by the United States to gain 
Influence for its own sake as from the American attempts to restore conditions In Europe 
to a point where the nations 



Strikers Go Back, 
To Pits, Breaking 
England Walkout 

LONDON, Sept. 11 WV-Strtkers 
In the arlmethorpe, England, coal 
mine voted unanimously today to 
return to work Monday, breaking the 
back of n five-week -old unauthorised 
cool strike that took 60,000 workers 
out of Yorkshire pita. 

Miner* elsewhere In the rich 
Yorkshire coal fields had come out 
In sympathy with the arlmethorpe 
workers, cutting Britain's coal pro- 
duction In the mldtt of an economic 
crisis in which the fuel was badly 
needed. 

The otrlke developed after the 
national union of mine workers and 
the notional coal board, which op- 
erates the nationalised mines, asked 
arlmethorpe workers to work a 
larger -stint,"— two feet more of coal 
lace,— to-up boost production. The 
men said they were already produc- 
ing to the limit of their capoclty.

American board to supervise Uie 
operation of the Ruhr mines, thus 
placing the Dnlted states Ln a po- 
sition of 50-60 responsibility with 
the British, who now have full say. 

3. Information from outhorito- 
tlvo Informants Is that the board 
will be headed by an American. 
Germans to Control 

3. As part of the mine reorganl- 
tatlon, the actual management of 
the pits and policies, controlling 
them will be turned over to a aer- 
man coal agency. 

4. The plans of Britain's labor 
government to socialize the Ruhr 
mines by converting them Into somi 
sort of German government owner- 
ship are reported authoritatively to 
have been delayed In the face of 
strong American opposition. 

Special Session Seen 
The announcement of the coal 
production schedule was made at 
the end of the day ln which, Secre- 
tary of Slate Marshall gave new 
Impetus to talk of a special session 
of congress late this year to provide 
emergency aid to Europe before the 
longer range Marshall recovery pro- 
gram can become effective. 

Marshall sold that some European 
nations face an Immediate threat of 
hunger and cold this winter and will 
require American help to get 
through. 

He sold ln response to Questions 
that the government doe« not sow 
have authority, in hi* opinion, to 
furnish that help and can only get 
such authority from congress.

Freight Rate 
Probes Split 
Into 2 Parts 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (UP) 
The Interstate commerce commis- 
sion today granted a request of op- 
ponents of an Increase In railroad 
freight rates and agreed to split 
the rate hearings into two parts. 

ICO Commissioner Clyde B. Altch- 
lson ruled that the request of the 
nation's railroads for Increased 
freight rates presented two aspects. 

One concerned the emergency 
'Interim" boost of 10 per cent asked 
by the railroads, ho sold. The'othcr 
was the demand for the larger, 
over-all lncreaso of 27 per cent. 

Industrial and food shippers had 
asked yesterday that the Interim 10 
per cent proposal be considered 
apart from the full 37 per cent In- 
crease. At the opening of today's 
third day of hearings, Altchlson 
agreed there were two parts to tho 
cose and in accordance set down Uie 
following procedure:

CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (U.R)— The nation's two great labor 
organizations, the AFL and CIO, must unite immediately if 
they are to defeat congressmen who voted for the Taft- 
Hartley act, AFL President William Green said today. 

Green said he did not think tho two union groups could 
"make a success of one thing by cooperating and working 
together, if we're out fighting Bomewhere else over some- 
thing cIhc." 

He unit! the matter of setting up one powerful organization 
for the nation's 12,000,000 
union workers would be diB- 
cusscd at today's session of 
the AFL executive council's 
regular quarterly meeting 
here. 

AFL and CIO officers have agreed 
already til HI the merger Is "abso- 
lutely necessary" and that it Is only 
necessary to "work out the details." 

"We wont to meet with them 
again to find out whether they've 
repudiated the agreements we 
readied ln our meetings with them 
last May," he said. 

Green did not indicate whether 
he had contacted CIO officers to ar- 
range for new merger negotiations, 
but said he was anxious to hold such 
a meeting. 

He made hb statements 
press conference at which the AFL 
executive council released a state- 
ment calling for o meeting of the 
"big four" naUons to avoid a break 
ln International relations.

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THE BRAVE REVOLT 
The Battle of the Hemline has produced 
some reasonably good sags, like the Little 
Bolow the Knees club and the various Inter- 
views with male oglera. But perhaps the 
whole thing lsp't as silly as It seems. 

We are now In the midst of a flourishing 
junior-grade inflation which threatens to at- 
tain an awesome maturity. .Everybody Is 
feeling tho pinch of high prices, and cer- 
tainly more than half our population is feel- 
ing It severely. Now along come the dictators 
of fashion to tell women that a basic style 
which was becoming, with minor alterations, 
throughout the war years. Is now strictly old 
hat. 

This means that millions of women who 
can't (or their husbands can't) afford ft, 
must lay out money for a new wardrobe, or 
bo out of stylo. The dresses In last year's 
wardrobo probably aren't worn out, but 
somebody has come along and declared them 
posse. 

This has been going on periodically for 
centuries. Women generally have seemed to 
believe that the changes of fashion were as 
Inexorable as tho movement of astronomical 
bodies. Theirs Is not to reason why, theirs but 
to change or practically die of mortification. 

Fashions this season have changed partly 
because the designers have decided that they 
and the public are tired of wartime styles, 
but mostly because the designers and dress- 
makers have been Irked by wartime mate- 
rial controls. The current vogue calls for 
about a yard more material in each dress, 
which means more money for everybody con- 
cerned In dress production. 

As a consequence the hemline has gone 
down about where It was In the early 30's. 
Present hems can't bo let down far enough 
to approximate the mode of the moment. The 
resourceful woman might mask the missing 
Inches with a flounce of lace. But this de- 
vice would soon come to be a telltale symbol 
or the madeover garment. Besides, there are 
other things, like narrower shoulders, fuller^ 
hips and nlppcd-ln waist that are more dlf-* 
Jlcult to fake. 

So there Is nothing to do but Invest In new 
clothes, or rebel. The rebellion Is brave, bold, 
and well-publicized, but we are afraid It 
won't succeed. There are too few rebels, and, 
the more the rank and file give In to fash- 
Ion, the more conspicuous the rebels will feel. 
After a time only the eccentrically conscien- 
tious wilt be holding out. 

Fashions change, and so do the times. To- 
day it seems rather nonsensical for American 
women to have to change styles and discard 
good garments when so many other women 
are desperately In need of clothing of any 
sort. 

As Inez Puckett said In her "Life In Mag- 
ic Valley" column In the Times-News lost 
Sunday: 

"In this terrible time of fear and want there 
Is only one, word for this 'sklrt-length-fld- 
dllnfr-whlle-Rome-rjunw' business, and that 
word Is PHOOEYl" 



MR. BEVIN'S REQUEST 

There seemed to be a churlish note of fru- 
stration in Foreign Secretary Bevln'a request 
that the United States "redistribute" tho 
gold stored at Fort Knox. He may have hod 
In the back of his mind some plan for settling 
what he called "this balance-of-payment 
business." But It did not appear in his vague 
manner of putting his proposal. 

Instead, at a moment of grave peril In 
Britain's economic life, Mr. Bcvln chose to 
chide this government for keeping gold In the 
Kentucky hills. He found this to be a cause 
of high taxes and a handicap to the nation. 

There' were several evident flaws In the 
argument as he stated it. For one thing, our 
gold reserve — less than half of which, inci- 
dentally, la at Fort Knox— Is not something 
which the government may dip Into when- 
ever It pleases. Of the nearly $22,000,000,000 
In monetary gold which this country owns, 
some $16,000,000,000 are pledged against gold 
certificates held by the federal reserve- banks. 

To shovel out the gold coins and bars and 
ship them to Europe would upset the whole 
federal reserve system, and hence all Ameri- 
can banking and commerce, to the eventual 
regret of Mr. Bevln, as well as the American 
people. 

Another Illogical aspect of the Bevln argu- 
ment was pointed out by the noted' economist 
Dr. Walter Spahr: "Just how this country's 
failure to redistribute its gold caused high 
taxation here Is a puzzle indeed , . , Perhaps 
It Is that our large gold base made possible 
our great expansion In money and deposits, 
and that government expenses and taxation 
are high as a result. 

"If this be the line of reasoning, then the 
question arises as to why Britain's small sup- 
ply of gold did not hold down her expenses 
and heavy taxation." 

Further, it would seem that what England 
and other devastated areas need more than 
gold are such things as food, clothing, mach- 
inery, and. industriaLiaw materials.- If Mr. 
Bevln really wants a general return to the 
gold standard, with stabilizing loans of 
Ame rican gold to countries with unsound 
currencies, that Is another matter. But that 
^Jra't what he said.

.WHIRLIGIG 

FRESHMAN — - A United States senator Uiually 
mike* himself suspect when he level* serious charges 
of a personal _and politic*! nature against partisan 
colleague*, especially on the eve of a" preaidenfJaT 
election, and Sen. Raymond E. Baldwin. Conn, has 
priced hlmMlf In thla unenviable 
position. The curbstone conclusion 
may be that he soucht the publicity 
and perquisite or that a imart lit- 
erary aaleaman out talked, and out- 
[amarted him. 

Mr, Baldwin hai became the 
center of OOP frowna became ha 
hai aired his srudfes for public con- 
sumption In a ourrent msBaslne 
article. Ha declare* that the senate 
leadership, and that meant San. 
Robert A. Taft, O., did not jive 18 
freshman members sufficient repre- 
sentation and voice In party councils 
during the recent session. He adds that such totn li- 
on may endanger Republican chances in the 1MB 
campaign. 

AGORESSIVE-Weshnlgton doea not believe that 
Mr. Baldwin's resentment was aroused by this neglect 
so much as by a more pernonal affront which Mr, 
Ta ft handed htm, possibly in retaliation tor the 
nutmeg man's earlier flare up against centralized 
control. Hero Is the story: * 

An aggreMlve, shrewd likable politician, Senator 
Baldwin early discerned that the most papular and 
provoking Issue was the rising cost of food, clothes, 
rents etc. He Introduced a resolution for a senate 
Investigation of this problem, and presumed that he 
would be named head of a special group to handle 
the assignment. 

SLIGHT— But Mr. Toft Instated that the question 
should be turned over to the Joint committee on eco- 
nomic report, which the Ohloan hearts. The party 
elders agreed with the Buckeye statesman, to Mr. 
Baldwin's chagrin. 

To make matters worse, Mr. Tuft named as eastern 
chairman Sen. Ralph E. plunders. Vt. Although 
head or a machine tool company, Mr. Flanders' state 
Is not so industrially Important or price conscious 
as Connecticut, 

Mr. Baldwin felt the slight the more keenly because 
■he had obviously tried to pattern his upward progress 
'on that of Sen. Brlen McMahon, his Democratic 
■ideklck from South Norwalk. 

Although a new member. Mr, McMahon was made 
head of the special atomic energy commission solely 
because he sponsored a resolution for congressional 
otudy of the cosmic force. Now ho has atomlied him- 
self Into an authority on the subject and a prominent 
member of the upper chamber. 

FOIL — Senator Tail's selection of Mr. Flanders for 
this extremely Important politico -economic task hu 
serio-comic qUallUes which only the inner OOP circle 
appreciate. It marks the Ohloan aa an unusually 
canny politician, assuming that he is aware ot tho 
background. 

When the Vermonler sought reelection in 1048, 
he had the endorsement of the CIO. Their support of 
a Republican from one of the two, four-time non- 
Rooaevclt states amazed everybody. But It led the 
so-called Ickeslan school ol. columnists to eulogise him 
as a liberal and to use him as a foil against the Taft 
leadership. For a newcomer, he reveled In favorable 
headlines In the new deal camp of Journalists. 

It Is a fact that Mr. Flanders haa treated his 
machine tool force generously and paternally in his 
Sprmgfle'd, Vt. plant, but he la no Lewli-Murrsy- 
Reuther admirer. However, hla factory union per- 
suaded the state organization to acclaim him. and 
auch an endorsement was enough, for unknowing 
commentators to rank him ns a "slightly let t of center" 
member. 

Actually, Mr. Flanders merely believes that main- 
tenance of friendly relations with the help Is good 
business. Fundamentally ha Is a typical Vermont* r, 
though perhaps "slightly left of Calvin Coolldge." The 
guessing Is that air. Toft wna not fooled by the head- 
lines when he gave him the Job of looking into this 
delicate question, 

VICTORIOUS— Herbert Hoover gets no support 
from diplomatic, military or political figures for his 
belief that the United States should have remained out 
of World war II, so that this country could have ex- 
erted Its unimpaired might on behalf of a Just and 
decent peace. However, he hits a responsive spot In 
many people's minds and hearts. 

The negatlvo points out, first, that Hitler would 
have conquered Britain without active American par- 
ticipation. On the basis of British cries for help, now 
In our. flics, they rejoin that lend-lease alone would 
not have saved England. German submarines were 
offsetting theso shipments. 

Thus. In their opinion, the U. S. would have had to 
deal with a victorious Hitler after England's surrender. 
Like Stalin today, he might have compromised, sur- 
rendered and agreed to an equitable settlement, but 
only until he had reorganized and strengthened hla 
newly-won empire. Then, it Is contended, the U. S. 
would have had to face him alone. 

Had HlUer defeated the western alliance and not 
been forced to fight a two-front battle during hla 
attack on Russia, he might also have laid that nation 
low. Under such circumstances, the U. S. would have 
been even more vulnerable to aggression. Or Hitler 
and Stalin might have made another deal, as they 
did In August or 1D3B, with the U. s. as the prospective 
victim. 

PROVOCATIVE — Truman-Mnrshnll diplomatic 
spokesmen likewise rebut the implied Hoover charge 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt "provoked? Japan Into the 
bombardment of Pearl Harbor, which made war In- 
evitable. 

They concede that FDR and Cord ell Hull pursued 
policies which antagonised Tokyo and led the war 
lords to strike the first blow. But they Insist that 
Japan's real fear of our ntUtude began with Henry L. 
SUmson'a proclamation that the U. s. would rccognlxe 
no sovereignty over territory which had been "seised 
by force." 

Mr. stimson delivered that provocation ultimatum 
when he was Mr. Hoover's secretary of State. 



VIEWS OF OTHERS 

IB A CVA AUTOCRACY? 

One of the most algnlf leant things In President Tru- 
man's recent flood control message to the congress es- 
caped the attention of moet observers. That was the 
fact that he made no reference whatever to a Mis- 
souri valley authority, even though he had previously 
gone on record in favor of It. The President almply 
asked for $250,000,000 (which congress didn't grant) 
to be divided between the army engineers, the bureau 
of reclamation and the soli conservation service of the 
department of agriculture. And some now interpret 
this to mean that he had changed his allegiance to the 
Missouri basin Inter-agency committee, a conservative 
substitute for MVA. 

This development spells a new low for the regional 
authorities Idea based on TV A — a movement that once 
envisioned "seven little TVAs," including a Columbia 
Valley authority. And now that former Sen. Hugh B. 
Mitchell, noisiest advocate of a CVA, Is no longer In 
congress, some of the steam has been taken out of the 
movement In the Pacific northwest, a* well as In 
"Washington, D. C, says the Portland Journal, one of 
the leading Democratic newspapers In the northwest, 

CVA advocates can still be heard, nonetheless. Sen- 
ator Taylor. D„ Ida., still believes that river basin au- 
thorities sro the ultimate answer to power, flood con- 
trol and reclamation problems. And Congressman Walt 
Koran, R„ of the filth district, Washington, has been 
beating the drums for a modified CVA. He says it 
would glvo the people of Pacific northwest states a full 
measure of control in determining the future develop- 
ment of. Columbia basin giving statutory authority to 
the present Columbia basin lntcr-agency committee, 
but transferring the balance ol control to represent*- 1 
tivea of the various atates^pocatello' Tribune

NEW YORK— A campaign „ 
propaganda has been running In 
some «eM^rf r our_m^es^jn»lUDUiig 
magazines, ana on the radio to- re- 
habilitate the reputation of Frame 
Sinatra. 

This reputation was Impaired last 
winter when Sinatra was observed 
In association ' 1 
with notorious 
persons Including 
Lucky Luciano, 
the deported Ital- 
ian criminal who 
had tinsd a part 
of a long term In 
ths state of New 
York for prosti- 
tuting women, but 
turntd up in Cuba' 
lor the social 
season' of the 
criminal scum of *«*»•«■ 
the North American underworld. 
Luciano Is a gangster in the Al 
Capons tradition and Is associated 
with the narcotics trade as well as 
with prostitution. _ 

Not long after the escapade In 
Cuba, Sinatra made his way to 
Hollywood, by way of several Mex- 
ican resorts. In Hollywood, on April 
S, he was arrested on a charge of 
assault and held on $500 ball. Sin- 
atra said that Lee Mortimer had 
called him a vile name and that ho 
sew red and hit him. Mortimer Is 
a theatrical reporter and critic 
about Sinatra's own slie. 

Mortimer said Sinatra was a liar 
He said he did not even know Sln< 
atra was present In Clro's restau- 
rant, where the slugging occurred, 
until he was knocked down by an 
assailant standing to one side of 
him or behind him. 

On June 3, Mortimer announced 
in court that he was willing that the 
case be dismissed, subject to the 
approval of the Judge, and said that 
Sinatra had publicly acknowledged 
that tho slugging was unprovoked. 
Mortimer raid Sinatra had paid 
him to .000. but explained that he 
felt obliged to accept this settle 
ment because otherwise Sinatra 
mlRht Induce the court to grant him 
many postponements. 

Mortimer had made one return 
trip to California already and ap- 
prehended that he might have to 
go back there half a doxen limes, 
neglecting his work In New York. 
Even then, he might one day dis- 
cover that In hla absence, the de- 
fendant had suddenly come into 
court and won acquittal because of 
the failure of the prosecuting wit- 
ness to answer to his name. - 

Soon after he ras arrested, Sin- 
atra's, license to carry a pistol 
revoked. The fact that he had a 
pblol was news to the public and 
this Incident evoked some comment 
on the fact that he had 
Med arms against the nails In the 
war, although In the last days of 
the European war, and with Increas- 
ing ferocity after V-E day, Sinatra 
had condemned aggressors, dictators 
and "Intolerance." 

About this time Sinatra retired

Ont X. J, Kahn, Jr, wrote a series 
of laudatory essays In' tho Hew 
Torkir which were reproduced in 
book form, warmed ovtr In Look 
and condensed In one of the di- 
gests. A number of those column- 
ists who publish prattle and pub- 
licity about the "celebrities,** Includ- 
ing criminals, of New. York, Holly- 
wood, the Ml amis. Havana and 
Saratoga, came to Sinatra's help. 

Ed Sullivan, of the New York 
Dally News, Impugned tho profes- 
sional Integrity of legitimate Jour- 
nalists who had faithfully covered 
ths "Sinatra story" in the Havana 
and Hollywood episodes. He wrote 
that their motive was to punish 
Sinatra because he gave of his spare 
time and energy "to persuade kids 
to be nice to minority groups." 

He mentioned Sinatra about a 
dozen times in one brief visit to 
Hollywood and undertook to "make 
character" for him by proclaiming 
that Blnatra had turned lo painting 
and was giving a number of his 
works to charity. Charity takes a 
severo beating In the publicity of 
the glamour belt. 

' In the same brief season It was 
observed that a number of other 
personalities, frequently mentioned 
and praised as members of the 400 
of the night clubs, radio and the 
movies, had old court and court- 
martial records which were more or 
less forgotten. 

There were smugglers who had 
been caught and had paid fines. 
There was a draft dodger who had 
tried to buy a chief petty officer's 
rating and a safe assignment early 
In the war. And there were Bugsy 
Slegel, a vicious New York and 
Hollywood gangster, and his friend

Hany such namea oonuriiorTuid 
recurred la the seemingly aimless 
and Innocent babble of tat Broad- 
way, HoUywdbd and radio column- 
ists > day after day. ' Iach pleasant 
mention of thla kind, especially in 
material which la widely syndicated 
or broadcast on national ehalna, U 
of incalculable -talus, although 
hardly priceless. 

Sinatra's tnoit affectionate bio- 
grapher, Mr 1 . Kahn, steles that hU 
Income la about ll.0O0.0oa a year. 
Most of that, of course, would be 
taxed away. However, as all pro- 
fessional celebrities know, the cost 
of the maintenance of a profession- 
al name, or the rtglamorusation of a 
name which baa been dtgiaaarlxed 
or tarnished by unpleasant public- 
ity, may be legitimately charged off 
as a business expense. 

In a way, the government might 
here become a partner some day m 
a deal to create an utterly falsi 
reputation for a low and dangerous 
character so tha^he low snd dan- 
gerous character might earn more 
money and pay more taxes to ths 
treasury. That, however. Is Just oni 
of the complications of a com pie* 
civilisation.

But since the valuations of the 
various counties AULal Increase by 
the same rate, some counties) will 
pay more taxes, some less than a 
year ago. Of course this is true 
only as far v as. property taxes to 
• the state are concerned. It doea- 
nt refer W Items such aa local school 
taxes, the state tax commission 
points out. 

Divided by Valuation , 

The $2,000,000 la divided by the 
total state valuation for this year— 
*«5J,«7.W3— to get the tax rate or 
levy of 4.41 mills. This, In turn, is 
multiplied by the county valuation 
to determine how much ad valorem 
tax the county must pay the state. 
Last year the total state valuation 
was only 104,978,663; thus It took 
a levey of 4-706 mills to raise the 
S3 .000.000. 

Counties whose assessed valua- 
tions have been boosted moat— and 
In turn their property tax Increased 
—are Ada, Bonneville, Canyon, Cas- 
ala and Owyhee. Also showing mod- 
est Increases in taxes are Adams, 
Blaine, Boise, Clearwater, Elmore, 
Jefferson, Oneida, Payette and Val- 
ley. 

Small Decreases 

Moat at the other counties show- 
ed small decreases In tho amount 
of property taxes due the state this 
year. But Bannock Is down from 
♦131.M3 to 1130,020. And Shoshone 
Is decreased from WB.2M to *93,G34.

Cant Carry Load 

Under the agreement by which 
the two occupation lones wen mer- 
ged economically, each country was 
to contribute an estimated $500,- 
000.000 annually to civilian support. 
How the British find they' are no 
longer able to carry their propor- 
tion of the load. 

U- S. authorities have been ahead 
of the British and French all tho 
tune In plana for making Germany 
self-sustaining. The United States 
will have to carry western Europe's 
economic deficit for a long 
time. The amount of production 
which can be obtained from Ger- 
many will have a direct relation to 
the site of this deficit. If the U. 8. 
then, Is going to have the expense 
and responsibility, the right to man- 
age western Germany by our own 
methods Is a natural corollary. 
No Small-Fry Move 

This Is not a mere small boy s 
contention for the right to pitch 
because he owns the ball. 

The United States Is not fighting 
In western Europe solely to savo 
a good customer or to prevent an 
economic crockup which would 
threaten her own economy. She la 
also fighting the extension of a 
force emanating from Russia which 
seriously threatens the whole system 
of democracy. 

Commulsm Ui rives on hunger and 
on the political chaos which accom- 
panies economic upsets. The long- 
range answer to communism must 
be proof by the democracies that 
their system can do more for people.

HAILEY, Sept. II— P. s. Moored 
Sawtooth national forest supervisor, 
reported there bare been 33 fires 
within the forest boundartu with a 
total of 333 acres burned over, A 
much larger area, however, haa bean 
burned over outside the limits of 
the forest by these fires. 

Til teen were caused by lightning; 
and 10 u-ere man elated— four from 
rankers, three from camp fires, one 
from fireworks, one from debris 
bummc and the origin of one was 
unknown. 

3 In Greenhorn Area 
Three of the fires occurred In 
the Greenhorn district, of which 
Robert Beal ta ranger, and which In- 
cludes landa Juit adjacent to Halley 
_ on the north and the Copper creek 
* and Little Wood river drainage* to 
the east. Four occurred In Glen 
Brado'a Xetchum district which 
bounds Greenhorn on the north and 
- follows the Smokey mountain range 
over and across Oalena summit and 
down what la known as the pioneer 
run Be, meeting district No. 1 Just 
north of Mt. Hyndman creek. It also 
Includes tho upper Big Wood river 
drainage. 

Three fires occurred In the Saw- 
tooth valley district, or which Ar- 
thur Berry Is ranger and whose dis- 
trict Includes the headwaters of the 
main Salmon river and the east fork 
of the Salmon, with Red Fish, M- 
turns and Petit lakes. 

6 In Soldier Creek 
Six fires occurred In Wallace Sal- 
tag's Soldier creek district which 
Includes the he ad waters r ot the south 
fork of the Boise river, big Smoky 
and little Smoky and Soldier creek 
drainage. 

Nine fires have occurred 
sou tli fork of the Do lie river, of 
which Olenn Bradley Is ranger. 
Lime Creek, Hunter Creek and 
Moore flat area ere Included In 
this district. 

Moet of the fires were small. The 
largest In the forest burned over 
BO acres and was caused when 
child threw a firecracker from 
truck which was passing through a 
. heavily brushed aren. No material 
1 damage was done to timber In this 
fire and all occupants of the truck 
assisted In fighting the fire. 
Reported Immediately 
The fires have all been reported 
Immediately either by men station^ 
ed at the lookout station or motor- 
ists passing by. 

While some rain has been re- 
ceived on the south fork of the 
Boise river, the hesdwattrs of the 
Salmon and the Little Wood river 
district, ' which has to some degree 
decreased the fire hazard, the Big 
Wood river district hss received 
none and is In a very dry condi- 
tion. There haa also been some 
snow at higher elevations. If more 
rain Is not received within the next 
few days the areas In which rain 
'fell last week will again be con- 
sidered dangerous. 

Statistics show that this year with 
only one-third of It* first man- 
caused ta above average. In 1040, 
IB of tho 41 fires were man caused 
and In 1M4 20 out of 33 were man- 
cauaed. -r "

New Army Chief?

NEW YORK (NEAJ— It remains 
to be seen whether Oen. Omar Nel- 
son Bradley succeeds hla West Point 
classmate, Oen. Dwlght D. Elsen- 
hower, as army chief of staff. But 
when a veterans administrator goes 
on a tour of American army Install- 
ations In Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean. It may be assumed that 
something more than routine VA 
business Is Involved. 

It may also be assumed that. If 
Bradley takes this post, he will leave 
his present assignment without 
much reluctance. When he received 
the Presidents Invitation to head 
the VA, more than two years ago. 
Bradley remarked. "It's not tho 
sort or Job Td go out looking 1 for." 

The veterans administration was 
unprepared to take on care of 17,- 
ooo.OOO returning sen 1 Ice men. It 
creaked with age and Inefficiency. 
The personnel was Inadequate and, 
In many cases, Incompetent. 

Bradley obviously was the man for 
the Job. The war had shown him 
to be a man of brilliant planning 
and organizational ability. And 
President Truman was looking for 
a man who, first of all. hod the vet- 
erans' respect and their Interests at 
heart. Bo Bradley was an almost In- 
evitable choice. 

There was nothing phony about 
Bradley's esteem and concern for 
the Infantryman. Indeed, there is 
nothing phony about the man him- 
self. The modesty' and lacVt 'of front 
of this tall, lean, muscular Mis- 
souri an of S4 are qualities not often 
encountered In a four-star general. 

Today, as veterans administrator, 
Bradley heads the world's biggest 
insurance business, sponsors 1U 
largest educational and vocational 
rehabilitation program, and directs 
n vast loan -guaranty organization 
which to date has guaranteed more 
than 700.QDO OI loans worth In ex- 
•m of t«.000,000,000. 
Bradley lashed out at veterans as 
well as employers who are making 
a racket out of on-the-job training. 
He rapped local Indifference to vet- 
erans' problems, and charged "thou- 
sands of American communities" 
with shrunlng off their obligations 
and letting the tedsral government 
do the Job. 

When he took the VA Job. Brad- 
ley told the country. "You will all 
be on my neck within a year. Bo 
Jump on my neck all you want. But 
help me out." Hla prophecy was 
-imewhat pessimistic. 

Bradley has said that the top VA 
readjustment Job won't be done for 
yeors, and that "I'm not Intimat- 
ing III be here for years-" 

When he camt back from the 
European victory to Moberly. Mo., 
where he grew up, Bradley told tho 
home folks, "I'm frank. I don't 
ant tn go thmuah another war." 
At TU Bennlmj. Oa,, -where he 
was commandant In the early days 
of the war, he would never permit 
the men to try a new obstacle until 
he had triad and approved the 
toush run himself. A baseball star 
at West Point, Bradley still keeps 
in excellent condition through cal- 
isthenics, golf, fishing and hunting. 
<He is one of the army's best shots.) 

Though Bradley had never been 
under hostile fire until the North;

The European crisis Is rapidly 
worsening and Secretary of State 
Marshall tells us that temporary 
aid, which only congress can au- 
thorise, must be provided this year 
"to meet the immediate threat or 
Intolerable hunger and cold" — an 
Intimation that he- thinks a special 
session of congress .will be needed, 
and a sharp reminder to the Amer- 
ican pubUc ot further heavy cash 
expenditures to be mat. 

These fresh obligations hit the 
American taxpayer on a raw and 
very tender toot— hla pocketbook. 
He is specifically concerned In view 
ot the splraltng cost of living In his 
own country, and Is uncomfortably 
reminded that the United Slates 
•pent over |3S7,000,000,KtQ towards 
"winning" the war. 

Points to Fallacy 

He recalls that the axis powers 
surrendered in 10U, and he want* tc 
know "what the heck." That's a nat. 
Ural reaction, but there Is a fallacy 
In tho Idea that World war II really 
Is over. 

Wars of such magnitude reach _ 
momentum which can't be stopped 
by a yell or "enough." 

World wor II isn't Unshed by _ 
long shot. Not only Is It continuing 
as on economic crisis, marked by 
stark hunger in many countries, but 
there lias been super- Imposed a 
conflict of political isms— aggressive 
communism versus western democ- 
racy—which might lead to another 
global upheaval unless the rival 
ideologies can reach some under- 
standing of live and let live. 
Bacrlfleea Are Part 

Therefore the further sacrifices 
which we arc bemg asked to make 
now must be regarded as part and 
parcel or the obligations of the war 
which we should like to regard as 
concluded. 

To put It coldly, If the eos 

hemisphere should go under 

nomically, the western hemisphere 
could scarcely hope- to avoid dlsos-

Growers will . also be asked for 
opinions on the question and a de- 
cision by the coordinating commit- 
tee will be withheld until alt poll 
results are completed, said Chair- 
man L. H. Wagner. 

Ma tori It Tests Referred 

Referred to the shippers associa- 
tion by the committee was the ques- 
tion of maturity testa to assure 
timely digging of potatoes, however, 
It was (tressed that growers present- 
ly should leave their potatoes In the 
ground until properly matured. 

P*. L. Hansen, Idaho Falli, and 
John D. Bnow, Burley, stated that 
tremendous economic losses have 
occured each year In Idaho through 
the destruction of market levels 
by reason of premature shipments. 
These losses affect both the growers 
and the shippers, they added, em- 
phasising the dual responsibility In- 
volved. 

Maturity may be hastened, mem- 
bers of the committee stated, by 
removing the vines at least 10 days 
prior to digging and removal of Ir- 
rigation water at the time of vine 
killing. 

To Educate Consumers 

At the committee meeting In Bur- 
ley a proposal to place leaflets In 
conrumer-slie bags In order to 
educate consumers on the various 
grades and qualities o( Idaho 
potatoes was approved and referred 
to the state advertising commission 
for action.

Tho lint Ilium on revenue ac- 
cruing to the state from liquor by 
the drink, tlot machine and punch- 
board revenue shows that leaders " 
tht lut legislature were *V off 
tbalr estimates. And the figures 
snow that liquor by the drink spots 
nidnt crop up In ai plentiful num- 
bers as expected. Neither did slot 
machines. But the punehbosrds real- 
ly went to town. 

27 S "Drink* Licenses 

As of Aur 31 the state co mm la- 
st oner of law enforcement had " 
censed 318 liquor by the drink l 
•mi. Somo of the leaden In the leg- 
lalaturt were talking about 3.000 li- 
censes. Of course, the number of 
taverns will grow be lor* the 19*0 
legislature meet*. In any event, the 
legislature's finance commlttte es- 
timated the state would glean about 
one million dollars In the two-year 
fiscal blennlum from liquor licenses. 
The 375 taverns have paid In 
mere 1139,700 to tho atate. 

Slot machines were disappointing, 
too. Only 3,«s slot machines In 78 
cities have been licensed to bring In 
a total of 1101,107 to the Mate. How- 
ever, revenue from the devices are 
proving a boon to the cities. They 
must tax the machines at least MOO 
apiece out of which the state i 
celves a fourth and the county 
fourth. 

Boards Raise $210,019 
But look what the punchboards 
are doing. As of Aug. 31 they had 
' raised 1310,830. And the legislative 
leaders estimated the total take for 
the blennlum at no more than 1300. 
0001 In fact the punch board tax was 
almost sidetracked, 

Idaho has the distinction of being 
the first state In the Union to alap 
a tax an the boards. It looks like 
the punch board tax will bring close 
to 11,500,000 to the state for the 
blennlum so other states likely will 
get on the bandwagon soon.
